To this I anſwere tirſt ; that the ſame law which pro- 
hibires the now: iſhing of the whole,docth virrually,nay, 
politiuely diſalow the nouriſhing of any part : becauſe 
euery part is atually included in the whole z therefore 
theſe Scriptures doe condemne all ſuch, as noariſhonely 
their Loue.lockes, as well as ſuch as ſuffer all their 
Haire to grow long: Secondly, I anſwere ; that theſe 
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Scriptures admit of no apporciament : for they com. 
mand wen to pole their Heads, not pirt of their Heales ; 
and not to ſuffer their Lockes to grow long : 11 the number 
of which Lockes, theſe Loue-lockes arc inclued, eſpe. 
cially ſince this Precept is a vninerſall Negatiue : Logue. 
lockes, are Lockes : they are long Haire, Which ts a ſhame 
to men that weare it ; therefore they are vudoubredly in- 
claded wichin, and ſo punRually condcnined by theſe 
Scriptures : Thirdly,the wearing of thele Louc.iockes, 
is as great, ( if nota greater) badge of Leuitic, VYani- 
tic, Singularitic, and Effzminacy, as the nouriſhing of 
all che Haire : thercftore both of them arc equally con- 
demnedby the Scriptures : 

Secondly, as the nouriſhing and wearing of Louc- 
lockes, and long Haire, beyond the ordinary, and decent 
length of the more Cuuill, Graue, Religicus, and Sober 
ranke of men, 1s contrary to th: Word of God : cuen (0 
it isdire&!y contrary to the Law of Nature (9s) which xs 
(=ſtome can coutroule ; Which 1 prooue, firſt, by the cx. 
preſſe Teſtimonic of the Scriptures : (p) Doeth not I «- 
ture it ſelfe teach you ( (1iththe Apoſtle ) that if a Man 
have long Hare, it & a ſhame vnto him ? but if a Woman 
baxe long Hare, it a Glery to ber, forit s ginen to hey 
for 4 courring : th: Apoſtle here informed vs ; that the 
wour!ſhing, and Wearing of long Haire in men, us (q) contra. 
ry to N ature : and hee conhcmes this aſſertion, by theſe 
reaſons : That (ſaith he) which cuen by the vor ce, and 
verditt of Nature, is a ſhame to Aſen ; that which is pro- 
perly, and Naturally « Womans glory : and Which Ged,and 
Nature hath bequeathed unto Women, for a ſpecial vſe ; to 
wit, for 4 (r) natural Coutring, or V aile, and for a Badge, 
or P mblzme of their ſubiefion to thiir Huibards : muſt 
needes be Vnnaturall,and ſo Vnlawtu!ll vnto Men : Bur

very Hcarts, and ſtomackes, doe riſe vp in indignation 

againſt them, and abhorre the very ſight, and thoughts of 

them, (as eucry mans owne experience can ſufficiently 

teſt fic, ) and that from the very grounds, andprinciples 

of Nature, which hath Rlamped, and ingrauen in mens 

Hearts, a (ccret antipathie, and diſlike againſt theſe 
Loue-lockes, and long Haire in men: Hence was ir, 

(s) that Pope BenediRt the ninth eniozned all the Polonians * Guogninus 
upon releaſe of Carimr the firſt their King, who had entred —_— Polen, 
into Religion; to cut their Hawe aboue their Eaves, and not Os 
to ſuffer it to grow long: Herce was it, that (ti) Theo- 

Ny the ara S ad « Law; thet all dn. ould ERS 
cut their Haive ſhort, and that no Roman ſhould ſuffer it to Fol.174, 


Hence: was it, that {u#) King Henrie the firſt, commanded , 1; « 
wens long Hare tobe cnt off (as our Tuſtices, and Iudges ftory of Great 
at the Afciſes oft times doe, ) «s being againſt Ged, and Brin.l.g.c.4. 
Natures Law: ( an Iniun&ion which would well befic Nembe54.p 
our Ruffan!y times :)therefore they muſt needs be con. **** 
trary to the Law of Nature, 

Thirdly, the very Law of Nature doeth inſtigate,and 
teach all Ciui!l, Grauc, and Sober men, wholiue vader 
any Good, and Ciuill gouernment, to wearetheir Haire 
of a moderate, and decent lengrh,and to auoid che wea- 
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ring, and nouriſhing of theſe Loue-lockes, and immode- 
rate long Haire : What is the reaſon that cur Nation 
did gencrally heretofore, and docth yet for the moſt 
part, cut their Haire of a Decent, Grauc, and Comely 
manner, without any reſeruationof a Loue-locke; is it 
not more from the very dire&ion, law, aduiſe, or dictate 
of ( x) Nature, which docth ſecretly informe them of 
the dec:ncy, and fitnefſe of it, then fron any binling 
Lxw, or cuſtone of our Countrey ? doubtleſle it is. If 
then Nature doeth teach men thus to cut their Haire : 
the nouriſhing of womaniſh, and long vnſhorne Haire, 
together with the rcſeruation of theſe Effeminate, Fan- 
= Ridiculous, and ynciuill Loue-lockes, muſt 
ncedes be contrary tothe Law of Nature, 

Laſtly, that which ſauours of Leuitic, Vanitie,Pride, 
Vaincglory , Singularitie , Eff-minacy, Wantonneſfe, 
Laſciuiouſneſſe, Licentiouſnefle, Selfe.conceiredneſle, 
or the like, muſt needes bee contrary to the Law of Na- 
ture, becauſe (y) theſe ſinnes ard vices are ſo: But for 
men to weare long Haire, or Loue-lockes, in any Chri- 
ſian, or ciuill Conmon-wealrh (as ours is) contrary to 
the common vie and practiſe of our Countrey, docth 
Cauour of all theſe : therefore it muſt needes be contrary 
to the Law of Nature, 

Nov that you may know,that it 15 contrary to the law 
of God, and Nature, for mcn to weare,or nouriſh Louc- 
lockes, or extraordinary long Hure : conſider but what 
the Fathers, and others haus Recorded to this purpoſe :

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ſurely periſh ; Yea, (8) hee condemmnes the Wearing of long 
Haire, together with the (olouring, (riiping, Frizling ,and 
P ondring of it, as a ſinxt and yanitie : and aduiſeth men not 
to ſhane nor make baid their Heads, as the Prieſts, and 
Worſhippers of (k.) ſts, and Scrapis did in former times ; 
( and as the Popiſh eMorkes and ſhauclings now : ) nor 
yet to ſuffer it to grow long, Which is proper unto Souldiers, 
B arbarians,and riotous perſons ; but to cnt it of a moderate, 
and decent lergth : (1) Primaſius informes vs, that Saint 
Paul did expreſſely note, and taxe the Corinthians, for ſuf- 
fering their H aire to grow long : a4 being a ſcandalous, and 
an off enſine thing : (m) T heophylaf affirmeth,that the man 
Who nourifhtth bis Haire, ts Worthy of reproofe, becauſe hee 
deeth tranſgreſſe the Lawes of Nature, and take vpen him 
the habit, and forme of a Woman, and a ſigne of ſubie{tion, 
againſt Gods owne inſtitution; Who hath ordained him tobe 
« Prince,and a Ruler : (n) $. Bernard doeth expreſſely con- 
demme all ſuch (though they are Souldiers ) Who weare long 
Hare ; commanding them to cut therr Haire, becauſe it 
4 ſhame for a man tonouriſh it : Sothat by theſe authori. 
tics, to omit (0) others, the wearing of exceſsiue 
long Haire, or Loue-lockes, is dire&ly contrary to the 
Law of GoXA and Nature : If you now obic&, (p) that 
the Nazarites Were to nouriſh their Haire, and not to ſuffer 
any raſor ts paſſe vpon their beads, during the time of their 
vow, or ſeparation : therefore men may weare Louc- 
lockes, and long Haire : Now Ianſwere firſt, that the 
N azarites had a (peciall Command to nouriſh their 
Haire ; not continually, bat till their vowes Were out, and 
then they were to cut it off : bur we haue now no ſuch com. 
mand, therefore (q) we mult not doe it. Secondly, they 
did nouriſh their Haire, out of obedience, and holy dew 
uotion vato God : whereas men in our daycs, doc nou- 
riſh their Haire and Louc-lockes, out of vaine-glory, 
pride, ef:minacy, fingularitie, laſciuiouſneſſe, and ſuch 
like ſiniſter, and ſinfull ends : Thirdly, rhey during the

time of their ſeperation, did nouriſh all their Haire, and 
not one ſmall or lictle pertion of it, as our Loue-locke 
wearers doe : Fourthly, they onely by the Law of God 
were to nouriſh their Haire, and none elſe : therefore, 
this example doeth cuidently prooue; that all men elſe, 
are not to nouriſh, but to clip and cut their Haire : 
Fiftly, the nouriſhing of their Haire was typicall ; typi- 
fying vnto vs; cither Chriſt himſclfe, or the graces,and 
beauty of Chriſt ; or the Saints, and Church of Chriſt, 
as (p) ſome obſcrue : therefore wee may, wee muſt not 
imitate them, becauſe all types are ccaled now ; Laſt- 
ly, God himſclf: commands (9) al ſuch as are to pray vn- 
to him With yncouered beads, to ſheare and cnt their H aive : 
yea, (r):f « Woman vill come, and pray to God with her 
head vncouered (as many doe) hee alſo is to bee ſhone, be. 
Cauſe ſhee is Tncouered; But all (5) men are ts praytoGod 
With wrconered beads, for as much as they are the Image, 
and glory of God, and to exprelic that holy reucrence, 
and fcare which they owe to him : (eſpecially in the 
(t) Houſe and place of Prayer, or Preſence-chamber of 
their Lord and God, where moſt men now a dayes (it 
couercd; as if they owed roreuerence, fearc, nor ſer- 

uice, to the Lord ; or as if they came for to ovr. face 

him, and r.ot to pray, and ſtoope vnto him ;) There fore 

all men are to cut their Haire, aid not to rourthh it a5 
the Nazerites did ; becauſe ir 1s againſt the Law of 
God, and Nature : Loue-lockes, aid exceſsius long 
Haize beyond the ordinary, graue, anddecent length, 
are both againl(t the Lawes of God, and Nature, as 1 

hane already proouved; and will any man then be fo yn- 
vodly, or vnnaturall, as itiil ro weare and nouriſh them, 
2nd rot to cut them off ? Ler Ruffans, and profeſſed 
Lone. locke weares, now at laſt conſider this ; rhat they 
rranſgrcfſe the Lawes of God, and Nature. If then they 
are, or will bee Chriſtians, as they profeſle therrſclues 
to be, lect this Law of God inſtruct chem: if they are but 
natural 
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naturall and carnall men, let then this (#) Law of Nature 
teach them, to casſhecre their ruthanly Haire, and Loue- 
lockes for the tim: tocome, tor teare they fight againſt 
themſ lues & nature;& {oincurrethe cucrialting penalty, 
& cenſurc,both of the Law of God,& Nature, atthe laſt. 

Butit may bee ſome will here obteR and ſay ; that the 
Haire, and Loue-lockes which they weare, are ſuppoſi- 
titious, falſe, and counterfert, and not their owne : there- 
fore they violate no Law of God, nor Nature, ſince the 
long Haire they vic, is but borrowed, and aduenticious, 
their owne being ſhcrt cnough : perchance, bur little or 
none at all, 

Tothis I anſwere firſt ; thatthe wearing of counter- 
feite, falſe, and ſuppoſititious Haire,is (x) vtterly vnlaw. 
ful, though it bee now ſo rite and common, both in our 
Maſculine, and Female ſex : Firſt, becauſe wee haue no 
Precepr, no Record, no Warrant, nor Example for itin 
the Scriptures, (y) Which are the onely Rule wee are to 
Walks by : The Idolatrous and Efteminate (z) ,Medes, 
(not any Saints, nor Chriſtians that we can read of,) were 
the bf that vſed thus falſe, and counterfente Haire : there- 
fore Chriſtians may not vic it. Secondly, becauſe God 
hath giucn cuery man & woman ſuch Haire,as is moſt na- 
tura!l, and ſutable vntothem, of purpoſe that they ſhould 
weare and vic it, and not conternne 1t, nor be aſhamed of 
It : thoſe thcrefore who diſlike the quantitie, or qualitie 
of that Hire, which Gods wifedome hath aſsigned to 
them, and therefore purchatc the hairic excrements of 
{ome other perſon, to Adorne and Beautitne their Hends 
withall ; muſtneeles incurre Gods !ucgement ; Fecauſe 
they taxe and cen'ure God, and labour to corret, and 
change his Worke: Thirdly, Eccautc this wearing of falſe 
and countert.jtc Haire, docth alway arifc {rom pride and 
vainc-2lory : in that wee delire to (a) be more beautifall, 
and comly thn (Go4 bath made v3: or trom concupi'icence, 
cx vnclcanncfle, in that we iceke to incfcate, and inmmour

thoſe with this artificiall and acquifite Haire, and beau- 
tie, which our owne natura!l Haire, and feature would 
not mooue : or from a vaine,and finfull leuitic of minde, 
wherby we d:fire to take vp, and follow the vaine,abo. 
minable, wicked, and worldly gwiſes, faſhions and cuftome:; 
of the times, Which Chriftians muſt, (a) «bominate : or out 
of a vaine-glorious, and fantaſtique defire of ſingulari. 
tie, or differencing our (clues from others : or our of an 
intent, or purpoſe to delude, and couſen others, by per. 
ſxading them by this Helliſh wile ; that our Haire, and 
ſo our Complexions, Conſtitutions, and Conditions, 
(which are oft diſcouered by the Haire,) are not the 
ſame they are : or out of a curſed obſtinacy, Rebellion, 
and Diſobedicnce to God, and to his Lawes, or tothe 
Counſell, Aduice, and Admonition of his Saints, and 
Miniſters, whom wee purpoſe and intend to crofle, to 
thwart and grieue, by our Re<bellious, Gracelefle, 
Wanton, and Vngodly lines : Theſe 1 ſay, of ſome of 
theſe, are the onely true, and proper grounds, and ends, 
why Mcn or Women weare this falſe, and coanterfeirte 
Haire ; now theſe arc all Vnlawfull, Wicked, and Abo- 
minable : therefore, the very wearing of this aſcititious 
Haire, muſt bre fo roo : This Clemens eAlexandrinus 
knew full well : whence hee informes vs; (6) T hat falſe 
«pd counter feite Haire, is viterly to be reiefted, and that it 
4 very Wicked thing, to attire the head, with dead and 
aſcititions Haire. For on Whom doeth the Elder lay bus 
hends ? Whom doeth hee blefſe ? Not the Man or Woman, 
who are thus attired ; but anothers Haire, and by it, ano» 
thers head, If then the e Man bee the Womans bead, and 
Chriſt the Mans : boy can it but be a Wicked fat for a Wo- 
men to \wveare falſe Haire, by which ſire fals into & double 
finne ? For they deceive thewr Husbands by their exc fling 
Haire ; and they «(grace the Lord, as much as in thers tits, 
Whiles they are whor ſhly attired ts the decert of the trueth, 
and accur ſe that head, Which is tr uely veantrfalt ; rhus terre 
D Clemens, 
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Clemens, Tertullian writing againſt the pride and vaine 
attires of Women, condemns their falſe, and counterfeits 
Haire among the reſt : (c) «Aſorcower ye annex ({aith he) 
1 know not what enormities of Periwiges, and counterfeits 
Haire ; ſometimes vp en the crowne of the head like an Hat ;; 
ſometimes behind in the poll : It is a ſtrange thing, that they 
thus ftrine againſt the commendements of the Lord. It « 
Written, that no man can adde to bis ftature : yet you adde 
vnto your weight, by adding Bracelets, and Boſſes to your 
neckes : If you are not aſhamed of the enormutie, yet be aſha- 
wed of the defilement ;, leſt than annex to thy Chriſtian and

i ſelfe : wherefore thruſt eway this bondage of attire from 
your fore-heads, Ton labour to ſeeme brantsfuk in vaine ; tn 
wvaine dee you ſend for the moſt exquiſite T ire. women : 
God command: you to bee wailed ;, leſt any part of your heads 
ſhould bt ſeene, World to God [ wretched man conld lift vp

their Haire,& Loue-lockes,then their Soules?who ſpend 
more weekely, quarterly, or monethly ontheir Hairie 
excrements , then they 'beſtow Annually , on Chriſts 
poore members? how many poore Chriſtians would 
thoſe ſtipends, and expenſcs nouriſh, which many lauiſh 
out (0 largely on their Lockes, and Haire ; that all cheir 
Charitic, and Bountie, turnes to excrement z being (o 
ſmothered, hid, or faſt intangled in their coſtly Haire, 
and Frizlcd Loue.lockes, that none bur ſuch as marſhall, 
and ſer our their Lockes, can finde them our ? this pro 
digall expence theretore, which theſe Lockes, and long 
Haire cauſe,doeth proouc them to be a meancs of Sinne, 
and Euill to thoſe who weare, and noariſh thean, Third. 
ly,they are ſuch,in that they cauſc a great ——_— 
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lofle of rich and precious Time. Many are thoſe Peere. 
fe, Precious, Rich, and morning Howers, which di. 
uers ſpend from day, to day,in O-dring, Dreſsing, Com. 
bing, Poudring,Platting, (nay,Carling,ond ( r4/þing) of 
their Haire,and Loue-lockes ; (x Which 4 Whole general 
Councell : Which (y) Scriptures, (z) Fathers, (a) Mos» 
derne Chriſtians, yea, (b) Pagans baue condemned ; as 4 
Badge, and cleare Progroſticke of a Merniciow, Proud, 
Uame-ploriow, Falſe, and ſinful Heart : as # Alleftine, 
Baite, and Prologue, or Band,and Pander to V neleanneſſe : 
and as an Effeminate Unnaturall, Vame, Laſcimon, Fan. 
taſtioue, Proud, Vnchriſtian, Heathemſh, and Graceleſſe 
praiſe. Much is the time, that many ſpend betweene 
the Combe and the Glaſle, in Viewirg, Ordering, Plat. 
ting, Frouncing, Poudring, and curling of theſe goodly 
Eare-tewcls, or cle indallying,and playing with them, 
Many there are, { I may be bold to ſpeake it,) who ſpend 
more time, more thoughts,and paines vpon their Haire, 
and Loue-lockes, weeke, by weeke,then ypon God him= 
ſelfe, their Soules, or Chriſtian dueries ; as if they were 
borne for no other purpoſe, bur to manure, and adore 
their Excrement<,whiles their Soules lies rotting & vt= 
terly negleRed, in the very ſorded ragges,and dregges of 
Sin : ſo that they arc an occaſion of muc'111l vnto them, 
cuen in thisreſpe&t. Fourthly, they are ſo ; 1n thatt 
conmonly incroach ſo farre vpon their diſordred affe&1. 
ons,that they oucr-.affe&t,and dote lo much vpon them at 
the laſt; as not topart with them vpon any tearmes ; but 
to bid battell, and defiance vnto all, who ſhall diſl:;ke,or 
ſpeake againlt them, or offer any violence,or abuſe ynto 
them:whence it ſome times comes to paſle, that theſe yn. 
loucly iewels,are made the ground & cauſe,of many Fa. 
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tall, Tragicall, and bloody Duels, Quarrels, and cucnts, 
as ſome late experiments can abundantly eeſtific. May 
I not truely (ay of many, thatthey are ſo inamored, and 
beſorred with their Lockes, that they would hazard,and 
ingage their lives in their quarrell, and defence ? that 
like (c) the Chinians, or Indian Taponites, they deere it an 
inſufferable contumely, and capitall offence, for any to touch 
them, or diſorder them , much more to [peake againlt 
them, or to cut them off, which is almoſt as muchas pre- 
ſent death; and that they would rather part with their 
lives, then Lockes ? It i (4) ftericd of one Clotilde, « 
Q veene of France, that ſhe choſe rather to hane the heads of 
young Sonnes cut off , then to ſuffer them to be pold, or ſhauen, 
Which would hae brene an mdignttie, and diſhononr to them:
